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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the objects (e. g. generator, belt) are 
not pointed out numerically in the specifications (please, see patent documents sent 
with this report). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining 
figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description 
of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional 
or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be 
clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in 
such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in 
one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey 
to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was 
filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Respectfully, the description of the invention is not fully described in the 
specifications to provide a full description of the invention (please see patent 
documents attached). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated/made by 
Waterbury (US Patent No 3,444,946). 

It is informed with the highest respect mat the patented invention of 
Waterbury (patented in May 20, 1969) shows a vehicle 2 (see figure 1) that uses 
the force of wind (see element 4 in figure 2) and also uses the force from the 
vehicle wheels (see element 12, 14 in figure 2) to drive the vehicle. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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12. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wu 
(US Patent No. 6,700,215) in view/combined with Sua- An (US Patent Application 
No. 2004/0012205). 

It is informed with the highest respect that the patented invention of Wu 
(6,700,215) shows an electric vehicle that uses the force of wind by using turbines 
1 1 (see figures 1, 2). Also, it is shown that a plurality of turbines 1 1 are used at 
different locations of the vehicle (see figure 1) and the force is used to supply 
electricity to the vehicle or recharge batteries (please see abstract of patent of Wu 
in the first page). 

Sua- An shows for the purpose of operating continuously and efficient an 
electric vehicle, a generator 1 being driven by belt 9 and the belt 9 is driven by the 
wheels 17, 19 of vehicle (please see figures 1, 2a, 2b) 

Respectfully, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
field at the time the invention was made to design an electric vehicle using the 
force of wind as shown by Wu and to drive a generator being driven by the wheels 
of a vehicle for the purpose of operating continuously and efficient an electric 
vehicle as shown by Sua- An.
